If, after 
negotiations, CCC deter¬ 
mines the rates are still too 
high, the warehouse may 
not be approved for storing 
government grain, 

Under - the ‘'offer rate 
Bystem'’ announced recent¬ 
ly, there will be no 
negotiations; all rates will 
be filled and all warehouse 
approved. The government 
will uae the least expensive, 
and if necessary will move 
the grain from present 
storage at a lesser cost 
facility, Lodwick said. 

He said under the offer 
rate system—which USDA 
usod from 1975 to 1977— 
warehousemen must certify 
they are not charging the 
government more than they 
would charge other custom¬ 
ers.

Dorn in Oklahoma Indian 
Territory in 1006, Bassford 
spent his childhood on 
livestock farms in Oklaho¬ 
ma, Texas, Idaho and 
Wyoming. Following grad¬ 
uation from Colorado State 
University with a degree in 
animal husbandry, he wont 
to work as a county agent in 
Colorado for a short time. 
His career in journalism 
began with the Brush, 
Colo., News. Followed by 
years on the Denver Daily 
Record Stockman and 
American Hereford Jour¬ 
nal .

Nader cites big buyers 
as beef industry culprit 


The theme of thip year's 
Market Congress was 
"Competing for the Protein. 
Dollar." Perfect and timely. . 
We heard from representa¬ 
tives of the poultry busi¬ 
ness, the American Soy¬ 
bean As9n., National Fish¬ 
eries Institute and Ralph 
Nader. 


There are too few big 
buyers and a captive group 
of sellers in the beef 
industry, according to con¬ 
sumer rights activist Ralph 
Nader. 

The dominance of Iowa 
Beef Processors, Inc., and 
MBPXL Corp. in the beef 
packing industry ha9 re¬ 
duced competition and is 
hurting the consumer and 
the cattle industry, Nader 
told the Livestock Market¬ 
ing Congress in Minnea¬ 
polis. IBP and MBPXL are 
the nation’s largest and 
second largest beef pack¬ 
ers, respectively, reports 
CNS. 

There are people in the 
beef industry that will be 
forced out because of packer 
concentration, Nader said. 

Vertical integration in the 
beef packing industry also is 
a problem, Nader said. He 
charged that Cargill Inc.’s 
ownership of feedlots and 
packing plants (MBPXL) 
and Cargill’s trading on the 
futures market represented 
a conflict of interest. 


And, Nader predicted, 
IBP probably will become 
integrated as soon as it can. 
When IBP expands into the 
pork packing business, 
concentration will become a 
problem in that industry 
also, he said. 

The agreed-on purchase 
of IBP by Occidental 
Petroleum will not increase 
competition' in the must 
packing industry, Nader 
said, and will give IBP a 
more commanding position. 

Representative Neal 
Smith (D-Iowa) attempted 
to instigate a federal invest¬ 
igation into the concentra¬ 
tion in the meat industry, 
Nader said, but no one at 
the federal level was 
interested in pursuing It. 
State governments are not 
willing to do anything 
either, he said. 

Although government is 
expected to be inactive in 
these areas, Nader said, 
activity on the part of share¬ 
holders In these companies 
will increase.

Beef prices, market 
given elbow room 


THE DAYS OF SURPRISINGLY high pork slaughter and 
futures may be numbered. Beef price strength is real and it 
will continue Lo trade in the current range as long ns hog 
slaughter continues lo be light. 

Choice YG-3 steer carcasses weighing 700-900 lb. closed 
at SJ09-110 per cwt. Tuesday. Market analysts say beef 
may go as high as $ 112 . but most agree that prices are near 
the top. Currently, packers are staying short bought 
because of what happened last April 28, when dressed beef 
prices reached the $109 mark, a $4 per cwt. spread 
developed within weight classes and a week later prices had 
dropped $8 per curt. 

Despite the packers' concern, a lack of heavyweight 
alaughtercattle has allowed cattle feeders to dictate prices. 
Cash cattle reached $72 in Texas, Tuesday, about $1 higher 
than a week ago, Those prices are likely to continue, 
analysis said, although there is some belief that 
heavyweight supplies were tightest last week and more will 
bo ready from now on.

Under pressure 
from a court order to enforce 
the cap, the Carter adminis¬ 
tration decided to propose 
raising it, as an alternative 
to, in effect, ordering the 
break-up of large western 
farming operations.

ting costs, according to 
Farm Water AUianco lobby¬ 
ist Gordon Nelson. The 
alliance is a coaljtiion group 
representing users of feder¬ 
al water and commodity 
groups such as the National 
Cotton Council and the 
National Cattlemen's Assn. 

However, critics of efforts 
to increase the law's

VerticiIlium wilt, the 
devastating disease of alfal¬ 
fa long believed to be trans¬ 
mitted through debris or 
other surface-contaminated 
material, can be carried 
within the alfalfa seed itsolf, 
reports the USD A. 

Alice A. Christen, a plant 
pathologist with Washing¬ 
ton State University, Pros¬ 
ser, has found thnl vertieil- 
lium will can exist inside the 
alfalfn seed coat. This 
mentis that no amount of 
seod cleaning can prevent 
the disease from being 
spread. Christen's study 
was funded under tho 
cooperative agreement be¬ 
tween WSU and USDA's 
Science and Education Ad¬ 
ministration. 

Verticillium wilt is a 
major production hazard for 
alfalfa growers throughout 
the Northwest and was 
reported in Wisconsin in 
1980. It is estimated that 
about half the alfalfa 
acreage in the Norwest is af¬ 
fected. Once established, 
the only effective treatment 


is crop rotation with two or 
more years out of alfalfa. 
Otherwise, alfalfa yields 
deteriorate until by the third 
year of infestation, the 
plants become uneconomi¬ 
cal to grow. 

Cleaning debris from 
seed was thought to be an 
effective way to contain 
verticillium, hut Christen 
surface-sterilized greon- 
hnusc-prnduccd alfalfa seed 
to remove nil possible 
external coutuminonts und 
still found the organism in a 
low percent of soed from her 
inoculated test plants. 
Examination of the interior 
of the seed coat hy scanning 
clcctron-microscopy re¬ 
vealed that the fungus is 
contained within the seed.

Nader also said that 
despite an expected lack of - 
consumer activity during 
the Reagan administration, 
consumers are still very diet 
and health conscious. Peo¬ 
ple are con earned about 
how they look and feel and 
there continues to be a 
growing connection be¬ 
tween fat intake and heart 
disease, Nader said. 

However, he said, the 
beef industry has taken a 
right step toward meeting 
consumer needs by calling 
for a change in beef 
grading, which would en¬ 
courage leaner beef produc¬ 
tion. 

The beef industry should 
reduce fat content and jump 
on the health bandwagon 
instead of fighting the 
diet-health issue, he said. 
There is no justification for 
the present USDA grading 
standards, Nader said.
